CIVIL RIGHTS. 
SUBSTITUTE FOR THE BILL OF THE LATE GZNA- 
TOR SUMNER. 

Wasuinoton, April 14.—The substitute for 
Sumner’s Civil Rights bill reported by the Judi- 
ciary Committee to-day, provides that all per- 
sons within the jurisdiction of the United 
States shall be entitled to the full and 
equal enjoyment of inns, public convey- 
ances,—on land or water, —theatres, and 
other places of public amusemement, and also 
of common schools and public institations of 
11 benevolence supported in whole or 
in part by general taxation, aud of cemetenes so 
supported, subject only to conditions and limita- 
tions established by law, and applicable alike to 
citizens of every race and color, regardless 
of any 4 evious condition of servitude. Any 
person denying to any citizen any privileges 
conferred by the bill shall pay $500 to the person 
aggrieved, and shall aleo deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, aod, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not less than $500 
nor more than 51.000, or be imprisoned not less 
than thirty days nor more than one year. The 
District aud Circuit Courts of the United States 
are given, exciusive of the courts of the several 
States, cognizance of all offenses against the 
bill, and actions may be 2 in any United 
States Court, wherever defendant may be found, 
without regard to the other party. Any District 
Attorney who shall willfully fail to institute and 
prosecute the proceedings required, shall, for 
every such offense, forfeit and pay the 
sum of .$% the person aggrieved, 
and, upon conviction thereof, be guilty of § mis- 
demeanor, and be fined not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $5,000. No citizen shall be dis- 
qualified for service as a grand or petit juror in 
any State or United States Court on account of 
age, color, or previous condition of servitude, 
and any officer who shall exclude or fail to 
summon any citizen for that cause shall be fined 
not more than $5,000: All cases arising under 
this act may be reviewed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

SOME OF SHEPHERD'S BILLS. 
ROOFING THE MARINE HOSPITAL AT CHICAGO. 
From the New York Tribune, April 13. 

We publish this morning a remarkable letter

Prof. Swing has made a statement in regard 
to the conversation with the Rev. Robert Laird 
Collier, and the correspondence with Mr, 
Shufeldt, which are the substantial basis of the 
charges made by Prof. Patton. The Shufeldt 
letter was written eight years ago, and 
Prof. Swing suggests that he may have 
become very much more orthodox since 
that time. As for the conversation 
with Mr. Collier, the Professor raises the fatal 
objection that it was never held. He did use 
language that might be distorted into the shape 
in which Prof. Patton has drawn his specifica- 
tion, but his sympathy for Unitarianism was 80 
slight that Mr. Collier soon afterward, in a pub- 
lished sermon, lamented his (Prof. Swing's) 
sacrifice to the Moloch of Calvinism. 


At last Congress has taken action on the cur- 
rency question. Maynard’s bill passed the House 
yesterday by a vote of 126 to 117, and the Sen- 

ate bill was afterwards taken from the Speaker's 
table and passed by a vote of 140 to 102; Both 
bills are given in full in our Washington dis- 

patches. The House bill provides for free bank- 
ing, and fixes the maximum amount of United 

States notes outstanding at any one time at 
$400,000,000. The Senate bill places the same 

limit to the legal-tender circulation, but 

substitutes for the free-banking measure a sec- 

tion increasing the circulation of the National 

Banks by $46,000,000. There is some evidence 
of a bargain between Mr. Maynard and Mr. But- 
ler, by the terms of which both parties agreed to 

the programme carried out yesterday. If thie be 

the true explanation of the peremptory manner 

adopted by Mr. Maynard and. the suave acquies- 

cence of Mr, Butler, it speaks ill for the acute- 

ness of the one and the sincerity of the other.

The extent of the Sanborn swindle will proba- 
bly never be definitely ascertained, nor is it 
necessary that much more of the disgraceful 
story should be told. We have already learned 
that Sanborn and certain high Treagury officials 
conspired to defraud the Government, and that 
they succeeded in doing so. As the investiga- 
tion advances, its results become simply cumu- 
lative. The Committee are piling Ossa on 
Pelion. The evidence submitted yester- 
day alone would furnish sufficient ground 
for annulling the contract and dismiss- 
ing from the service of the Govern- 
ent the Treasury officials implicated, yet it 
elicited nothing which had not previously been 
established. Mr. Odell, Treasurer of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad, testified 
that the tax due from that Gompany was re- 
tained for the reason that Mr. Pleasonten and 
hi® successor made conflicting decisions as to the 
amount due. When the point in dispute had 
been settled, Mr. Odell sent to the Treasury a 
check for the tax assessed. He held no com- 
munication, with Sanborn; was not aware 
that such a person existed; but has 
since learned that two days after 
the date of the check Sanborn sent a communica- 
tion to the Department claiming one-half of the 
amount recovered, and asserting that the colleo- 
tion had been made under his contract. Supervisor 
Lucien Hawley testified that he made collections 
under a contract granted to one William P. Wood 
before Sanborn came to the front.

THE INDICTMENT OF PROF. SWING. 
Prof. Patton bas at last officially promulgated 
his indictment of Prof. Swing before the Chica- 
go Presbytery, and has asked leave to prosecute 
the charges at its bar. The document is a for- 
midable one in dimensions,embracing two charges 
and, twenty-nine specifications, and, as peo 
ple engaged in the responsible avocations of this 
world have undoubtedly found life too short to 
wade through them to the end, it may be a favor 
to present the substance of them in brief. The 
material points which Prof. Patton alleges are as 
follows: 1. Equivocal language in respect to 
fundamental doctrines. 2. That he (Swing) de- 
livered a lecture in aid of the Unitarian 
chapel erected in memory of the late Mary 
Price Collier, and thereby aided to pro- 
mulgate heresy. 3. That he has given approval 
to the doctrine known as Sabelhanism or the 
Modal Trinity, 4. That his opinions are in har- 
mony with those of the Unitarian Church, and 
that he declared to the Rev. Robert Laird Collier 
that he agreed in substance with him, 5. That 
he has t unwarrantable language with regard 
to Penelope and Socrates. 6. That he has pro- 
duced a false charity for fundamental error by 
eulogizing the late John Stuart Mill. a well- 
known Atheist.” 7. That in general he has either 
not reached, or has spoken disparagingly of, the

That is a matter between Prof. Patton (as 
prosecutor) and Prof. Swing, and we presume 
that the latter, if he cares to make any defense 
at all, will attend to that charge in his own good 
time and way. There are, however, other points 
upon which it is competent for an unprejudiced | 
obeerver to form and express an opinion with- 
out being liable to the charge of seeking to prej- 
udice the case, and these points are such as do 


the unworthy aod extravagant laudations in the 
pulpit and through the press of one who is 
known not to have believed in the Christian 
religion; that is to say, that some time in the 
winter and during successive days he was ad- 
vertised to lecture in the City of Chicago in aid 


‘the late Mary Price Collier, and that he 
did lecture in aid of said chapel, and in 
doing so aided in the promulgation of the heresy 
which denies the Deity of our blessed Lord.” 
The friends of this gentle and stainless lady 
and devoted and unostentatious Christian, in 
the best sense of the word, to whose memory 
men of all denominations contributed to erect 
the chapel memorial, will be quick to resent the 
uncalled-for and cruel slur which sectarian 
bigotry seeks to cast upon hermemory. The 
same criticism will suggest iteelf as regards the 
allusions to Mr. Mill. Prof. Swing spoke, as 
Robert Collyer expressed it, à sweet, kind word 
for John Stuart Mill,” and for the good he had 
As to the charge of 
Atheism brought against Mill, that does not af- 
fect Prof. Swing’s discourse one way or the 
other, because the charge is not true. The 
gravamen of the general charge is that he spoke 
well of John Stuart Mill and Mary Price Collier, 
who were not Christians, according to Prof. 
Patton’s views; for this he is formally ar- 
raigned and called upon to answer. 

The fifth point is almost too absurd to dwell 
upon. Because Prof. Swing thinks that Penel- 
ope and Socrates may have received heartier 
welcome in Heaven than the infamous Catharine 
II., therefore Prof. Swing is a heretic! The only 
inference which a person outside of Prof. 
Patton's bailiwick can. gather from this 
is, that Prof. Swing should have consigned 
both Penelope and Socrates to eternal damnation 
in order to show that he was theologically sound. 
Is not this one of those charges which Dr. Swazey 
so happily characterized as frivolous? The 
only other point which suggests itself for notice 
is the charge that Prof. Swing has given his 
approval to the doctrine known as Sabellianism 
or the Modal Trinity. Ifthis dreadful charge is 
brought up for serious discussion, it will not 
only stretch to the crack of doom, but will entail 
‘upon this community, already suffering under the 
burdens of trying to understand the differences 
in other denominations, the relative merits of 
fermented and unfermented wine, and the exact 
quality of the Rev. Arthur Edwards’ home-made, 
triturated currant juice, a fresh burden more 


._ grievous than all the others combined. As we 
understand the doctrine of Sabellius, he taught 


that the manifestation of God was a triad ; 
that is God in himself is one, and 
always remains so, but he appears to the 
world as three, and these three forms are not 
three persons, but only manifestations of the 
Deity. Prof. Patton’s theory, if we understand it, 
is that there is a trinity of persons in 
the Godhead, each distinct and yet one. The 
difference, therefore, between Prof. Patton and 
Prof. Sabellius,—if that African theologian may 
be allowed a handle to his name,—is the differ- 
ence between one in three, and three in one, if 
there is such a difference. It is to be hoped 


*that this distressing mathematical and theologi- 


cai combination, neither side of which is sus- 
ceptible of proof, is not to be sprung upon this 
agitated community. | | 

The general view which the outside world will 
take of the whole indictment is this: So far as 
Prof. Patton believes that, in his sermons and 
other printed writings, Prof. Swing is preaching 
heresy, he has the undoubted right to 
prosecute him. 80 far the indictment 
is proper, in 2 denominational sense. 
Every portion of that indictment, how- 


is, doctrines which Prof. Swing does not preach, 
—and every part of it which is based upon hear-

PARSONS AND GARFIELD. 

The disclosures at Washington, in the District 
of Columbia investigation, involve two mem- 
bers of Congress from Ohio, and it will require 
some further explanation to satisfy the public 
that others have not shared ifthe plunder. The 
facts are these: In 1873, Mr. George R. Chit- 
tenden, of this city, made overtures to De 
Golyer & McClelland to obtain large paving 
contracts for them from the Board of Public 
Works of the District of Columbia, in considera- 
tion of one-third of the profits. The agreement 
was made, and contracts were subsequently let 
to De Golyer & McClelland for laying 200,000 
yards of wooden-block pavement at $3.50 a yard. 
Chittenden, after obtaining the contracts, re- 
turned to Chicago and demanded $100,000.. This 
claim he reduced to “$97,000, which he received 
in cash and notes. Chittenden represented that 
the $97,000 was, in part, to pay expenses 
at Washington. Part of the agreement was 
that Chittenden was to stand between the con- 
tractors and the Board of Public Works in case 
of any trouble. They laid a considerable amount 
of the pavement, when it was reported in July, 
1873, to Gov. Shepherd, that like work with the 
same material in Chicago had proved a failure, 
aod that, in fact, the ironized process was a 
bumbug. The Governor thereupon ordered a 
discontinuance of work under the contracts with 
DeGolyer & McClelland. When the work was 
thus abruptly suspended the contractors had on 
hand material sufficient to complete 67,000 vards 
of pavement, which would prove to them a total 
loss. They urged the local Government to allow 
them to use up this material, but. that was re- 
fused.. As a last effort they induced Mr. Charles 
B. Farwell, of this city, to go to Washington, in 
September, 1873, just on the eve of the panic. 
He laid the case before Gov. Shepherd, who con- 
sented that the contractors might go on and use 
up the material they had on hand. - 

The testimony of Mr. R. C. Parsons, the pres- 
ent member of Congress from Cleveland, is to 
the effect that he was retained by Mr. George R. 
Chittenden to argue before the Board of Public 
Works the superiority of the DeGolyer patent 
for wooden-block pavements. Before the Board 
made the final award he was cdlled home to 
Cleveland, and engaged Gen. Garfield, at 
that time Chairman of the House Committee on 
Approprmtions, to act in his place. This was 
about the adjournment of Congress in 1872. 
Subsequently, upon the award of the contracts, 
he received his fee from Chittenden and paid 
Garfield. The books of DeGolyer & McClel- 
land show that the $97,000 paid by them to Chit- 
tenden was thus recorded: George R. Chitten- 
den, in notes, $72,000; R. C. P.“ (Richard C. Par- 
sons), $10,000; R. O. P.“ (Richard C. Parsons), 
$5,000; „S. W. B.“ (8. W. Brown), ‘$10,000. 
The second payment to Parsons is supposed to 
be the fee paid to Gen. Garfield. The name 
of S. W. Brown” is a fictitious one, and it will 
remain with-Mr. Chittenden to explain when he 
gets to Washington who that personage is. 

Dates are important inthis case. Mr. Richard 
C. Parsons was at the time of this transaction 
Marshal of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. According to the evidence, Gen. Garfield 
made his argument for the DeGolyer contracts 
after the adjournment of Congress in June, 

1872, just after the Philadelphia Convention. 
He was then Chairman of the Honse Committee 
on Appropriations, and in the succeeding winter 
a million of dollars was appropriated for paving 
streets in Washington City. 

Mr. Parsons was then a candidate for Con- 
gress in Cleveland, and was duly elected in No- 
vember, 1872, and, though he drew pay from 
March, 1873, did not take his seat until Decem- 


ber last. He was not in fact a member of Con-" 


grees when he rendered this service to DeGol- 
yer; he was a candidate only, and went before 
the people with DeGolyer’s $10,000 ig his 
pocket and told the people that a party which 
had abolisbed slavery and carried on the War to 
a successful conclusion was undoubtedly able to 
carry on this Government. 
We have no idea what explanation Mr. Chit- 
tenden will make, nor why he selected Mr. 
Parsons at the high figure of $5,000 to prove 
that the “ironized” wood was better than any 
other. Mr. Parsons had no particular ability or
